Living  And 
Learning  At  CSV 


Students  at  Chicago  State  University 
were  treated  to  a  special  surprise  upon 
returning  to  the  campus  this  fall;  adding 
to  the  campus  landscape  was  a  brand 
new  Residence  Hall  and  Student  Union 
Center. 

The  housing  complex  is  designed  to 
provide  ultra-modem,  coed  facilities  and 
an  ideal  academic  living  environment 
for  3 60  students.  It  contains  180  elegantly 
furnished  double-rooms,  and  areas  for 
computer  access  and  study,  general 
recreation;  meetings  and  dining. 

The  highlight  for  students  is  the 
design's  use  of  two-room  suites:  Each 
room  houses  two  students  and  connects 
to  a  second  room  through  a  semi-private 
bathroom;  that  means  no  more  than  four 
students  per  bath.  This  small  feature 
distinguishes  CSU's  suit's  from  other 
universities  that  only  offer  communal 
type  dorms  in  which  a  whole  floor  may 
share  one  bathroom. 

The  resident  hall's  visual  focal  point 
is  the  large  inner  courtyard  with  trees, 
landscaping,  stone  walls  and  planned 
benches.  Hallways  jog  at  angles  to  offer 
as  many  views  of 
the  courtyard  as 
possible  while 
drawing  in  lots  of 
natural  light. 

As  part  of  a  $23 
million  project, 
Chicago  State 
University  also 
built  an  impressive 
student  union 
building.  This 
edifice  features  an 
airy,  glass-topped 
rotunda  built  of 
intricate  brick 
work  The  building 
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houses  the  dining  areas,  but  also  student 
government,  campus  publications, 
student  activities,  career  development, 
and  a  host  of  other  departments  designed 
to  assist  student  development. 

CSU '  s  residence  hall  not  only  provides 
commuting  convenience  for  students  by 
housing  them  on  campus,  it  also  helps 
foster  a  more  campus  like  atmosphere. 
Many  students  residents  have  voiced 
their  excitement,  and  appreciation  of  the 
new  friends  made  that  no  doubt  will  last 
a  lifetime.

DAY  OF  ATONEMENT  &  RECONCILIATION 
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Chicago  State's  Connection  To  The  March 


Organizing  three  buses  to  travel 
to  the  MiHion  Man  March,  The 
Concerned  Students  of  Chicago 
State  assisted  in  CSU's  place  in 
history.  Approximately  150  students 
traveled  to  Washington  D.C.,  while 
others  observed  the  event  by  staying 
home  from  work  and  school. 

CSU's  own  Professor  Haki 
Madhubutti  was  not  only  a  speaker 
at  the  march,  but  one  of  its  national 
organizers.  His  speech  challenged 
brothers  to,  "  Develop  the  you  in 
you,    rise    above    the    limited 


expectations  of  people  who  do  not  like 
you  and  never  will  like  you." 
An  idea  initiated  by  The  Honorable 
Louis  Farrakhan  of  The  Nation  Of 
Islam,  The  Million  Man  March  was 
convened  as  a'National  Day  of 
Atonement  and  Reconciliation'  for  the 
Black  community.  Approximately  two 
million  Black  men  attended  the  event 
in  Washington  D.C.  on  October  16, 
1995.  A  historic  day  for  the  Black 
community,  the  march  not  only  broke 
records  of  attendance,  it  was  also  a 
catalyst  for  urban  renewal.

Dawn  creeps  over  kindred  souls,  revealing  kings 
waiting  and  anticipating  being  among  a  million.  To  study 
these  spirits  is  to  study  the  development  of  hunuiiiity.  From 
the  Nile.

In  order  to  increase  interaction  between  CSU  students 
and  the  community,  KnowledgeCorner  opened  the  event  to 
the  public.

Diagnosed  with  the  virus  in  1986.  at  the  age  of 
24  while  donating  blood  at  a  Washington  DC

■'crusade  to  educate  and  challenge  young  and  old 
audiences  to  take  control  of  their  bodies,  future 
and  health".  She  cites  her  life  as  an  example  and 
says.  "HIV  is  non-discriminatory  and  thai 
stereotypes  about  the  transmission  of  the  \irus 
often  results  in  the  acquisition  of  AIDS."  which 
ultimately      leads      to     death.  Lewis-Thornton      is      a 

an      activist  invoked      in      numerous      organizations 

that  seek  not  only  to  increase  public  awareness 
oi  the  disease,  but  also  to  help  those  who  have 
been  diagnosed  with  HIV  and  AIDS.  She  plans  to 
write     a     book     about  her     experiences     in     dealing 

with  AIDS  in  the  future,  and  urges  everyone  to 
take    an     HIV    test    and    to    "stay    safe."

A  host  of  faculty,  family,  and  friends  turned  out  to  cheer 
on  their  favorites.  But  in  the  end,  it  was  the  efforts  of 
Darnell  and  Nicole  that  prevailed  over  the  competition. 

Contestants  in  the  Mr.  and  Ms..  CSU  pageant 
were  judged  on  se\eral  categories:  Talent,  GPA,  a  written 
essay,  stage  performance,  modeling,  and  a  rigorous 
interview  session.

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The  Purpose  of  Model  Illinois  Government  (MIG)  is  to 
help  students  gain  a  greater  understanding  of  Illinois  State 
government  and  the  political  process  through  simulation. 
MIG  gives  students  an  opportunity  to  analyze  actual 
legislation  in  committees  from  our  state  legislature.  CSU's 
Political  Science  Association  (PSA)  has  participated  in 
"MIG"  for  five  consecutive  years. 

In  1996,  PSA,  along  with  several  other  organizations, 
joined  forces  to  become  the  largest  delegation  in  MIG's 
history,  with  a  total  of  47  student  leaders,  including  six  from 
area  high  schools  (CSU's  Upward/Bound  program). 

Chicago  State's  delegation  managed  to  bring  home  most 
ofthe  awards  and  trophies  presented  at  the  MIG  simulation. 
As  legislators,  senators,  lawyers,  justices,  reporters  and 
executive  officers,  the  students  from  CSU  set  the  standard 
for  excellence  for  future  MIG  participants  to  model. 
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Power  to  the  people!  Power  to  the  people!!  All 
power  to  all  people!!!  There  was  once  a  time  when 
these  words  had  meaning  and  influence.  They  were 
used  in  galvanizing  an  oppressed  people  to  change 
laws,  social  orders.andcommunity  status.  The  spirit 
of  the  people  expressed  itself  through  political  and 
economic  revolution.  Were  they  successful? 

The  Concerned  Students  of  Chicago  State 
University  set  out  on  the  task  to  answer  this  question. 
"Getcha  Vote  On"  was  a  national  political  conference 
convened  by  and  for  students.  The  goal  of  the 
conference  was  to  empower  students  as  agents  in  the 
political  development  of  their  communities. 

The  conference  operated  with  a  past/present/ 
future  context.  The  first  objective  was  to  examine 
the  historical  political  evolution  of  the  Black 
community.  The  second  objective  encompassed 
studying  current  social  conditions  and  determining  whether  elected  politicians  have  been  capable  of 
addressing  the  problems.  The  third  objective  involved  developing  a  plan  of  action  among  the  students. 

Registration  for  the  activity  lasted  throughout  a  three  week  period  and  was  free  of  charge  to  those 
interested  in  attending  the  conference.  In  addition  to  free  registration,  the  university  offered  accomodations

Jesse  Jackson  Jr.  and  Chairman  of  the  Congressional 
Black  Caucus,  Congressman  Donald  Payne. 

In  honor  of  the  late  Commerce  Secretary  Ron 
rown.atree  planting  ceremony  took  place:  members 
of  Mr.  Browns  family  attended  the  ceremony  and 
reception. 

Community  support  was  evident  from  the  first 
day  of  the  program.  Several  students  were  guests  on 
Cliff  Kelley's  WVON  morning  radio  talk  show. 
Students  discussed  the  agenda  of  the  conference, 
acti\  ities,  and  speakers.  Many  callers  expressed  their 
excitement  about  the  conference,  and  the  desire  seen 
in  students  who  wanted  to  be  invohed  in  community 
development. 

The  conference  concluded  with  a  ceremony  to 
honor  the  outstanding  achievement  of  the  students 
that  participated  in  Model  Illinois  Government. 

A  follow-up  conference  is  scheduled  for  the 
upcoming  semester.  With  a  dramatic  increase  in 
participation  and  attendance  expected,  the  next  student 
conference  will  become  the  foundation  for  this 
generations  place  in  history.

Chicago  State  University  becomes 
the  center  of  the  African  -American  literary  world.  Chicago  State 
University's  Black  Writers  Conference  is  a  signature  of  the 
schools  awareness  of  the  tremendous  contributions  Blacks  ha\e 
made  to  literature. 

Sponsored  by  the  Gwendolyn  Brooks  Center,  the  1995 
Lonference  featured  highly  acclaimed  writer  Alice  Walker,  author 
ot  several  novels  including  the  critically  aclaimed.  The  Color 
Purple'.  Writers  and  patrons  gathered  from  around  the  country 
to  discuss  the  impact  and  artistic  grace  of  one  of  the  literary 
community's  most  insightful  writers,  who  also  delix'ered  the 
keynote  address. 

This  year's  conference  highlighted  musical  performances  by 
Hip-Hop  artists  Tony  N'  Dave  and  the  jazz  ensemble  Samana. 

During  the  five  years  that  the  conference  has  existed,  it  has 
grown  to  become  a  significant  force  in  the  Black  literary 
community,  serving  as  a  forum  for  Black  intellectuals  to  meet 
and  discuss  issues,  network,  and  renew  old  friendships.  The 
Gwendolyn  Brooks  Center's  Associate  Director,  Dr.  Joyce  A. 
Joyce  notes  that  the  Black  Writers  Conference  at  Chicago  State 
has  become  a  national  center  for  the  focus  on  Black  literary  arts. 
Future  record  books  will  show  that  CSU  played  a  leading  role  in 
illuminating  the  importance  of  the  literary  arts  for  community, 
statewide  and  national  audience  at  a  time  when  the  federal 
government  has  launched  an  onslaught  to  reduce  funds  for 
terary  and  visual  arts. 

The  conference  also  plays  a  vital  role  by  inspiring  future 
writers  through  experiences  such  as  the  Black  Writers  Conference, 
to  understand  the  power  of  the  written  word.

SANKOFA 


MAJESTIC  BIRD  OF  PASSAGE 


Sankofa  is  a  powerful  concept  toward  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  Black 
community.  It  is  a  bird  that  stands  forward 
while  looking  backward.  It  is  symbolic  of 
first  being  cognizant  of  yourhistory,  before 
seeking  individual  or  collective 
advancement.  The  African  history  is  world 
history;  once  armored  with  the  truth  that 
slaves  never  left  Africa,  but  African 
architects,  mathematicians,  scientist, 
physicians,  fathers,  mothers,  sons  and 
daughters  were  stolen  from  Africa  and 
forced  to  be  enslaved,  then  the  descendant 
African-Americans  can  begin  to  make 
serious  steps  toward  liberation. 

Dr.  Margaret  Burroughs,  founder  of  the 
DuSable  Museum  of  African-American 
History  had  a  cultural  concept  in  mind 
when  she  headed  to  Africa  to  have  a 


linguistic  staff,  in  the  form  of  the  Sankofa 
Bird,  specially  crafted  to  present  at  CSU's 
graduation  ceremonies.  The  'linguistic' 
staff  comes,  from  the  tradition  of  the  Asante 
culture  of  Ghana.  A  linguistic  was  known 
as  the  person  within  the  culture  who  would 
communicate  the  problems  of  the  people 
to  the  king  or  paramount  chief. 

Professor  Ausbra  Ford,  of  the  Department 
of  Art  and  Design,  along  with  Dr. 
Burroughs  and  CSU  President  Dolores 
Cross  collaborated  to  bring  the  Sankofa 
staff  to  CSU.  The  staff  itself  is  created 
from  wood  and  embellished  in  gold,  which 
according  to  Ford,  carries  a  lot  of  meaning 
in  the  Asante  culture.  "Everything  in 
African  art  has  meaning  or  purpose;  there 
is  nothing  that  is  out  of  place.  Gold  is  a 
symbol  of  quality  and  the  facade  is  a 


symbol  of  our  essence  and  excellence". 

The  Sankofa  linguistic  staff  is  an  exceller 
way  to  convey  a  very  important  messag 
to  the  graduating  class,  and  students  i 
large.  The  message  being  that  we  have 
duty  and  responsibility  to  defend,  develof 
provide,  and  educate  our  community,  an 
no  other  resource  is  more  effective  i 
accomplishing  all  of  these  goals  than  on 
history.

Old-fashioned  spoils  caps,  sweatshirts 
and  jackets  surrounded  by  laminated 
newspaper  and  magazine  articles.  Black  and 
white  and  color  photos  and  posters  of  sports  legends,  paperback  and 
hardback  books  and  playing  cards  all  could  be  found  in  the  William's 
Science  Center  on  Feb.  1 5  as  the  Chicago  State  community  enjoyed  an 
exhibit  and  ceremony  honoring  the  Negro  Baseball  Leagues. 

The  exhibit  and  ceremony  was  sponsored  and  conducted  by  the 
African  American  Studies  Program.  Former  Negro  Baseball  League 
Catcher  Curtis  Pitts  was  the  guest  speaker. 

The  purpose  of  the  Negro  Baseball  Leagues,  which  existed  from

The  CSU  event  commenced  when 
Prof.  Leroy  Bryant,  faculty  coordinator  for 
the  African  American  Studies  Program, 
said  "The  aim  of  Chicago  Slate  Uni  versity "  s 
exhibit  and  ceremony  today  is  to  formally 
salute  the  thousands  of  Negro  Baseball 
Leaguers  for  showing  tremendous  skill. 
speed,  strength,  creativity,  endurance  and 
excellence  while  playing  under  the  shackles 
of  racial  discrimination,  segregation  and 
sub-standard  conditions  for  75  years." 

Bryant  emphasi/edihat  ifindi\iduals 
focused  on  excelling  in  iheir  classes  and 
careers  just  as  the  Negro  Baseball  Leaguers 
focused  on  excelling  during  games,  that 
many  more  would  experience  and  enjoy 
success  as  students  and  as  professionals. 

Pitts,  also  a  CSU  administrator  and 
an  ex-catcher  for  the  Cleveland  Buckeyes 
and  the  Chicago  American  Giants  in  1950 
and  1951.  said,  "As  a  former  catcher  for  the 
Negro  Baseball  Leagues  I  salute  you,  CSU 
professors,  staff,  administrators,  supporters 
and  students  for  acting  like  a  great  team  by 
providing  and  receiving  an  accessible, 
affordable  and  quality  college  education 
for  many,  many  years." 

The  former  Harlem  Globetrotters 
baseball  catcher  also  expressed  pride  in 
seeing  Chicago  State  student-athletes  and 
especially  its  NCAA  Division  I  baseball 
players  develop  athletically  and 
academically,  graduate  and  become  minor 
and  major  league  ball  player  as  well  as 
other  professionals.  He  was  an  assistant 
baseball  coach  for  CSU's  1987  and  1988 
baseball  teams. 

Pitts  ended  the  ceremony  by 
requesting  that  CSU  students  and  graduates 
start  lo  "work  diligently  toward  becoming 
sports  team  owners  and  various  other 
business  owners  and  tow  ard  helping  to  make 
society  a  better  and  more  equitable  place 
forourchildren  and  ourchildren's  children."
